has been released on bail in-the sum-of 
$15,000, the Jatter -having been arranged | 
for by the Southern Pacific Company. “J 

The case was a notable-one and one 
of the hardest fought criminal ‘cases of | I 
Northern California. In August,”1910, 
Fleming was arrested and charged -with4 


the murder of George Vallier,'a:16-year-{] 507: 


old boy, who had run away from ‘his’ 
home in Tacoma with a companion.’ The 
two were found on, top of. a) Pullman 
sleeper at. Redding -and’ ‘were ~.taken 
down, Vallier unconscious and his’ com- 
panion, Henry Goble, in a ‘britised’.con- 
dition, Vallier died without regaining 
consciousness. Fleming’ was -accused ‘of 
having beaten the two ‘for stealing a) 
ride, and the murder charge was made: 
He was tried and: convicted, then “sen- 
tenced to ten ‘years imprisonment.

"RASTER THAN THEIR EARNINGS 


There -aré three items which make-up}: 


penses “have increased so much 
faster than revenues, that the net opcrat- 
ing-income of Eastern railroads for 1913 
was $16,311,000 less than it was in 1910, 
wid this riotwithstanding the fact that 
more than $650,000,000 of new money 
hasbeen put into these railway prop- 
ertics in-that time. 

“This, coupled awith-the present difi- 
culty of obtaining uew capital, is, in a 
word, ‘the railroad case for increased 
“rates, Details are presented in an elabor- 
ade statistical compilation submitted to 
ithe Interstate Commerce Commission by

The revenue or money received from 
tlie“operation of these railroad systems, 
chad attained the sum of $1,205,155,435 
in Ji.

Commission’s::de- 
“Gision inthe Santa Rosa case, a review of the situation showing :the. position :of 
the Santa Fe, Southern Pacific, Western Pacific and Northwestern “Pacific :in the 
case is of especial interest at this time, because of the opening of-the: Panama 
Canal, Jt shows that these carriers were practically forced to’ withdraw terminal 
s from the three points mentioned because of the ‘Interstate ‘Commerce :Coni- 

i's insistence upon its last order in the case and eventhough: they desired 
to-allow San Jose, Santa Clara and Marysville to retain the’ terminal crates. 

‘The first decision of the Interstate Commerce Commission in the Santa ‘Rosa 
ease was rendered June 4, 1912; by Commissioner McChotd and required:terminal 
rated to be granted to Santa Rosa if they were continued -at Marysville, Santa 
Clara-and San Jose. 

This: case bad been strenuously ‘resisted by the Santa -Fe, “Southern Pacific, 
Western Pacific and Northwestern Pacific, representing all transcontinental ‘lines. 
Upon the issuance of the order of June 4th, the Southern Pacifie Company ‘im- 
mediately petitioned for a rehearing, which was granted, ‘and -the order of ‘the 
Commission was suspended. 3 

‘ ‘The'rehearing was held in San Francisco. All the above -carriers endeavored 
by: testitnony and argument to sustain the existence of terminal rates.at San Jose, 
Santa Claraand Marysville and other California ‘terminals, showing ‘that Santa 

* Rosa was ‘not in competition with any ‘of these terminals,-and was not as favor- 
ably Iocated as to terminals and was -not entitled to terminal rates. 

“The Chambers of Commerce of Marysville, San Jose ‘and: Santa Clara’ inter- 

‘-wenedl in the case and were heard at the rehearing.. ‘The-carriers supported fully 
the demands 1made -by the representatives of “San Jose, Santa Clara and Marys- 
ville, and the case-was presented to the Commission -after a ‘strong argument by

It is not going too far to say 
thatthe average man has the idea that “surplus” is ready cash. If he hears 
‘that the “surplus” of a railroad is, say, fifty million dollars, he at once jumps to 
“the conclusion that:the road ‘has that amount of money which it can use at will 
for paying dividends, ‘buying new equipment, or anything of the kind where cash 
Would ‘he required. _Yet surplus is’a very different thing. It is not all cash, but 
only -the excess of the assets of a corporation, over what it owes. 
a AN EXAMPLE OF WHAT SURPLUS MEANS 
< ‘A Concréte ‘example will make this clear. Suppose you had a home worth 
$3,000, with $500 worth of furniture and cash to the amount of $150, You might 
owe grocery bill of $25, On the same basis that the Interstate Commerce Com- 
“gnission has a railroad keep its account, your assets would then be $3,650 and your 
Yabilities $25. -In other words, you would be credited with having a surplus of 
“$3625, ee 
Suppose ‘now:a friend wanted to sell you a $1,500 automobile, and you said you 
couldn't afford'it.' He might say, “Why look at your books. Right thére you have 
cB ‘surplus -of $3,625. “You can buy the machine and still have $2,125 left over.” 
“How would you answer him? 
‘The point is that-all surplus is not cash, A man may be land or property poor— 
‘and -you have ‘often heard the expression—and be extremely pinched for ready 
money. 


WHAT THE-CASH SURPLUS OF THE COMPANY IS USED FOR 


“The dash surplus of the Southern Pacific Company is $18,000,000—money kept 
“on hand by ‘the Company for-emergency purposes and for carrying on its business

ne a SURPLUS MADE UP OF TWO FACTORS 
. AT summarize, then, surplus is made up of two factors, cash and investments. 
“Phe formeriis kept ‘on-hand as working ‘capital, like the young man’s $150. The 
latter represents property betterments and other assets and is comparable’ to the 
‘young.man‘s home and furniture.” These betterments are improvements inthe prop- 
erty which the Company has-made ‘by saving from its earnings instead. of -by -bor- 
rowing, In’ many ‘cases, ‘surplus, rather than meaning an excess of money, is 
accounting for money that has been spent for something permanent, and still is in 
‘possession “of the “-buyer.” :

I want to make this 
point stick out—any. question that affects 
materially every man, woman and child 
in this country of ours, is worthy of a 
place in the ‘curriculum of our schools 
because it is so closely interwoven in 
our economic development; and is worth 
the individual effort required of you and 
me to teach it to-your child and -my. 
child because of its tremendous import, 
It as today one of ‘the big- questions, and 
tomorrow it will be larger because -of 
its bearing both on. our insular country 
and. our ‘coast line. . We are making 
history ‘now, you-.and I, and we can 
make no better history than by. a -care- 
ful, conscientious study’of this question, 
thereby qualifying . ourselves . to . vote 
rightly and for the true ‘benefit’ of our 
country.

* Quarantining certain contagious dis- 
cases, such as smailpox, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, ‘measles, etc., and subse- 
quent ‘room disinfection have done 
much ‘to ‘prevent their becoming epi- 
demic: Formaldehyde gas (formalin) 
is ‘the most valuable room disinfectant 
and has been employed for many years 
by ‘boards ‘of health. Sulphur fumes 
are. most ‘effective in the killing of 
vermin, certain forms of which carry! 
‘disease. We must not forget also 
that sunlight and fresh air are impor- 
tant germ destroyers, 

Government inspection of cattle and 
Meats is a most valuable means’ for 
the prevention of the spread of tuber-! 
éulosis through milk and slaughtered 
products. One develops a tapeworm 
as a result of eating undercooked pork 
containing the “eggs.” The necessity 
for thorough cooking is obvious. A 
disease known as trichinosis may be 
produced in the same way. Severe!

Among others one great preventive 
measure to which the medical pro- 
fession may point with pride is the 
destruction of mosquito-preeding dis- 
tricts, especially in Louisiana, Cuba 
and Panama, and the disappearance of 
yellow fever and a great decrease j 
malaria. It has been found that two 
different kinds of mosquitoes transmit 
these . diseases, The screening of 
dwellings, the generous use .of oil 
over the surfaces of stagnant pools to; 
kill. the young forms of the mosqui- 
toes,.and the drainage of these pools 
have. effected oetter sanitary condi- 
tions.. The cause of yellow fever has 
not’ been discovered, although there |

-(1898), We ‘believe 
also that dysenteries, cholera, tuber- 
culosis, erysipelas, smallpox and pos” 
sibly other acute contagious diseases, 
such as scarlet fever and meastes, may 
under certain circumstances be fly- 
borne diseases, It seems not unlikely 
that infantile paralysis may -be car- 
ried by some form of insect, possibly 
the fly. Of conrse it is necessary for 
such transmission of disease thatthe 
fly come in contact with the dis- 
charges (including sputum jn. tiiber- 
culosis) or sores. There are two 
chief breeding places of flies—garbage 
and horse manure. It is most im- 


| portant that these should be in proper 


receptacles, protected against the en- 
trance of the fly which ‘deposits “its 
eggs therein. We all should: “swat 
the fly” but should be mindful also-of 
its breeding places. 

_ Plague-is transmitted by fleas that 
infest the rat. The rat-proofing of 
dwellings, provision houses, ships, etc., 
as well as the destruction of the 
rodent by poisoning, trapping, shoat- 
ing, or fumigation, have done much to 
mit bubonic plague. The ground 


i squirrel also has been found to harbor 


the disease. Ticks are transmitters 
of disease. Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever is known to be propagated in 
this way. For the prevention of in- 
fection it is most important that the 
“bite” should be thoroughly cauter- 
ized with some strong disinfectant, 
such as carbolic acid: Ticks may 
infest domestic stock and cause dis- 
ease, which may be prevented by ‘the 
use of dipping or spraying solutions 
containing arsenic. Typhus fever is 
transmitted by the louse, so that per- 
sonal cleanliness as well as the thor- 
ough cleaning out of infested dwellings 
have had a wonderful effect in con- 
trolling epidemics, such as is well 
illustrated in Servia during the past 
few months. Bedbugs have been sus- 
pected as disease carriers, but we:-- 
have as yet no definite evidence of it. 


WATER AND MILK SUPPLY

It is very common among the nations 
of. tropical countries as well as among 
the poorer classes of our Southern 
States. The habit of going barefooted 
has done much to propagate the dis- 
ease, although the “eggs” of the par- 
asite may enter the system also 
through cuts on the hands when work- 
ing in polluted soil. The wearing of 
shoes and the cauterization of cuts are 
important preventive measures, 

PUBLIC DRINKING CUP 


One of the big steps that have been 
taken in the paths of prevention is 
the crusade against the public drink- 
ing cup. Tuberculosis, syphilis, ton- 


;{silitis and doubtless other diseases 


have been carried from one person to 
another in this way. We have no 
direct. means of knowing how much 
change the removal of the public 
drinking cup will make in the number 
of ‘cases of these diseases, but we 
know that it will have its good effects, 
for the consumptive has the “germs” 
in his mouth and on his lips, likewise 
the syphilitic with his mouth sores, 
and the person with tonsilitis har- 
boring virulent mouth “germs.” We 
formerly thought that tonsilitis was a 
very mild disease; now we know that 


ithese “germs” and their poisons get 


into the body and produce disease of 
the heart valves and the joints. The 
subject of the drinking cup suggests 
to us the toothbrush. We are now 
fortunately in the midst of a crusade 
against the neglect of our teeth. 
Tooth-powder and toothbrush ads tell 
us of the dangers lurking in our 
moths, and they are not fanciful dan- 
gers either. Years ago when pyorrhea 
was discovered and in fact until rather 
recently, we thought that it was with- 
in the province of the dentist only to 
discuss it; now the medical man con- 
siders it in some cases an important 
cause of anemia, diseased joints, etc. 
The : material from the “pyorrhea 
pocket” shows in most cases a “germ

In a: decision’: jtist rendered the 
Interstate Commerce Commission has 
held that ‘the Southern -Pacific :Com- 
pany’s rates on Jumber from’ Califor- 
nia to Eastern markets are not-unrea- - 
sonable, nor. are California~ shippers © 
discriminated against by_the carrying 
of lower rates fromthe Northwest: to 
some Eastern destinations. The Com- 
mission also finds that-California ship- 
pers are not discriminated against by 
the in-transit privileges . granted‘ ‘on 
Jumber from the Northwest by certain 
Eastern. roads, and that neither: the 
rates nor privileges granted by ‘the 
lines radiating from El Paso on’ Mex- 
ican lumber discriminated against 
California. 

All these questions were placed -be= 
for the Commission in a case enti- 
tled “Big Basin Lumber Company 
et al.” In dealing with the reason- 
ableness of the rates, the Commission 
remarks that “the fact that there are 
rates from the Pacific to the Atlantic 
seaboard on a low-grade commodity 
is in itself significant.” 

Few shippers, and indeed but (a 
smal! number of railroad men, realize 
how remarkable is the distribution of 
California products of all kinds to the 
more distant markets of the United 
States, and how much the low rates 
made by the transcontinental carriers 
have to do with such widespread: dis- 
tribution, Here is a case where ‘the 
commission itself comments on the 
very existence ot a commodity rate on 
such a low-grade commodity as lumber 
for such long distances as being 
unusual.

Problem of Fuel Oil Saving Discussed at Roseville Meeting : : 


“A fuel-oil meeting of the Sacramento 
Division was held in the Railway Club 
house at Roseville on April 12th for 
the purpose of discussing ways of ef- 
fecting economy in the use of fuel oil 
Assistant Superintendent J. T. Bell, 
who was chairman of the meeting, in 
opening his remarks said the Company 


asks the earnest co-operation of en-/ 


gineers and firemen to keep the con- 
sumption of fuel oil to a minimum. 
It is our purpose,” he said, “to ask 
you to assist us in every way possible 
and when you see conditions that you 
think should be rectified or improve- 

ments that you think will result in a 
saving of fuel oil, we want to know 
about them, You gentlemen are do- 
ing the work and we are willing and 
ready to do your bidding in so far as 
possible along the lines of improve- 
ments, or in any other way that will 
result in a better showing. 

_ I wish to cali your particular atten- 
tion to the reports, furnished you each 
mouth, which show comparisons with 
the month before, and ask that you 
make a study of those reports, as they 
are posted for your information. 

“For your ready reference, I will 
quote some figures which have been 
shown in these reports from month te 
month, 

“July, 1915—We made a gain of 
27,159 gallons on July, 1914, in freight 
service; in passenger service we made 
a gain of 142,621 gallons. 

“August, 1915.~We made a gain of 
2,864 gallons over August, 1914, in 
freight service, and a gain of 88,975 
gallons in passenger service. 

“September, 1915.—We made a gain 
of 82,712 gallons over September, 1914, 
in passenger service, while we had a 
oss of 55,763 gallons in freight service. 

“October, 1915.—We show a loss in 
poth freight and passenger service; 
freight, 61,112 gallons, and passenger, 
19,130 gallons. 

“November, 1915—We also show a 
loss of 147,039 gallons in freight serv- 
ice and a loss of 16,081 gallons in pas- 
senger service, over November, 1914.

Arrived at New Orleans we will find 
ourselves in a city of 339,000 popula- 
tion, A city which joins North and 
South America—the Latin and the 
Anglo-Saxon races, A ten days’ stop- 
over is permitted at New Orleans on 
all tickets. Most of the tourists will 
want to spend considerable time in 
and about New Orleans. The. city 
was founded originally by the French 
in 1718. It passed to Spain in 1762, 
and again in 1800 was a part of the 
French Republic. It was acquired by 
the United States in the “Louisiana 
Purchase” in 1803. Most Americans 
think of New Orleans as the site of 
the battle of New Orleans in 1815. 
New Orleans is the market place, or 
point of transshipment and a clear- 
ing house for a very large section. 
It is a seaport of considerable impor- 
tance, The city retains many.of the 
old-time French and Spanish customs. 
The atmosphere of those ancient days 
is also reflected in the city life of to- 
day. Points of interest to the tourist 
are the beautiful residence section, 
parks and drives. Lake Ponchartrain, 
United States Mint and Custom House, 
old Congo Square, the picturesque 
French market, the battle ground of 
Chamtette, Tulane University, as well 
as the city wharves and levees, where 
immense cargoes of cotton, sugar, rice 
and other products of the interior are 
handled.

paign a successful one. The blue prints 
that are gotten out every month, and 
posted at the different terminals are 
the result of figures that are furnished 
us by the divisions themselves, and 
there is nothing mysterious about the 
figures at all. The fuel consumption is 
figured from the reports made ‘by the 
idifferent roundhouses, and the ton

Classification Rules on Drainage -of 
Gasoline from Automobiles. 


The present classification rules do 
not require the draining of gasoline 
from automobiles when they are of- 
fered for shipment, The Bureau of 
Explosives’ advocacy of a change in 
the former classification rules which 
reguired such draining was respon- 
sible for the abandonment of that re- 
quirement. 

Tanks of automobiles are consid- 
ered safe shipping containers and if 
receiving clerks would verify the fact 
that'all connections are securély closed 
and that the tank is not leaking there

Inthe early days the roundhouse 
was ‘located on this block of land and 
Was sufficient at that time for the size 
of engine then being operated. But 
it was now. too smal! for the large en- 
gines. The house could not be ex- 
ended without encroaching upon three 
public streets, Furthermore, on ac- 
count of operation of long trains, it 
was necessary to make yard tracks of 
sgteater length. This was impossible 
on account of high bridges, both on 
the south and.north of the Red Bluff 
terminal. 


NEW LOCATION OF TERMINAL 


Therefore, in 1908, the Company 
was forced to arrive at a decision and 
decided to get some high, level land 
at a place west of Proberta. In order 
to be absolutely free and unencum- 
bered in the design and future layout 
of the yard, we purchased an -entire 
ranch, some 276 acres of land, from 
W. E. Gerber, which led to the nam- 
ing of the terminal “Gerber.” The 
jow lands known as-the alfalfa land on 
the easterly side of the railroad, and 
where there was in operation a large 
alfalfa mifl, have been sub-divided 
and laid out in a town site by the 
Gerber interests. 

The Company prepared plans and 
began construction of a yard with 
some twelve miles of trackage, the 
yard tracks being a mile in length, free 
and unencumbered by any road cross- 
ings. A wye track has been con- 
structed, together with scale tracks, 
corral tracks, classification tracks, car 
repair tracks and ‘the miscellaneous 
and minor tracks that are required at 
a terminal. 

The facilities which have been pro- 
vided for and constructed, are as fol- 
lows:

i AGAIN IN HASTE 
Many persons appear to feel that 
they -must not wait until the train 
stops before alighting. The proper 
operation of vestibuled trains auto- 
matically prevents accidents from this 
cause, but the.use of vestibuled trains 
is not practicable at all times, partic- 
ularly in commutation areas, and 
there are hundreds of trains in opera- 
tion every day with no protection on 
the car platforms except the ordinary 
swinging iron gates, which any sophis- 
ticated passenger can open. Thus, 
notwithstanding the fact that every 
car bears a notice warning passengers 
against.riding on the car platform or 
steps, and perhaps against alighting 
before the cars stop, we see trains 
coming into stations every day with 
the platforms and steps crowded; and 
as soon as the train ‘slows down to a 
point where a passenger thinks he can 
save time by running, he will jump off. 
The jumping habit is most strongly 
marked, perhaps, when there is a 
grade crossing just before the station 
is reached. The men whose route lies 
along the road or street that is crossed 
often jump off in squads at a point 
like this, being apparently quite will- 
ing to risk arms, legs, and necks for 
the sake of saving a few steps, or 
three-quarters of a minute of time. 
The accident that too often follows 
may come about in various ways. The} 
jumper ‘may trip as he leaves the} 
steps, or he may land awkwardly, or 
he-may miscalculate speed or distance.

Drove the Last Spike'in San Joaquit “ 
Valley Line Forty Years Ago. -. 


_ Just forty years ago, on Septé: : 
5, 1876, the last spike was ee ‘ 
the Southern Pacific's San’ Joaquin: 
Valley line between San Francisco and 
Los Angeles. This marked the ‘first: 
railway communication between north-” 
ern and southern California and was 
hailed as the opening of a new era of 
prosperity for the State. The impor- 
tance of this improved transportation’ 
was made apparent by the rapid in- 
dustrial and agricultural development: 
following the completion of the line. 
Old Californians remember well the 
ceremonies attendant on the driving 
of the golden spike—the last spike— 
at Lang’s station, in Soledad canyon, 
north of San Fernando. Hundreds of 
the State's notable were gathered -to- 
gether there on that day to.make an 
event of the occasion. Special trains 
were run both from San Francisco and 
Los Angeles. ©. . . 

The first passenger train run be- 
tween San Francisco and Los Angeles 
was the “Express,” leaving Oakland 
Pier at 4.00 p.m., September 5, 1876. 
It arrived at Los Angeles at 2.30 p,m, 
the next day. It is interesting to 
note that the “Owl” covers the same 
route today in fourteen and three- 
quarter hours, whereas the old “Ex- 
press” took twenty-two and one-half 
hours. The development of the State 
during the last four decades is elo- 
quently attested by the fact that seven 
Southern Pacific trains are operated 
every day each way between San 
Francisco and Los Angeles, while one 
each way was sufficient for the State's 
needs in 1876.

Vice-President and General Man- 
ager .W. R. Scott tells of the practice 
followed by one of the agents on the 
System in, expediting the . unloading 
and loading of cars at his station, 
which not only conserves equipment, 
but also benefits the patrons on ac- 
count of frequently avoiding delay in, 
having to wait for available equip- 
ment to’ commence loading: 

“It has always been my practice, 
whenever possible, to have consignees 
when unloading equipment work .en= 
tirely on one end of the car, untif 
that space is unloaded, and then finish 
up on the other ond,” said this agent. 
This gives me space, if. needed, for 
a shipper to start loading. My ware- 
housemen also have instructions, when 
unloading their merchandise cars, to 
clean out one end, so that the same 
car, if necessary, can be loaded at the 
same time it is being unloaded. 

“So far this practice has worked to 
great advantage, not only to the Con- 
pany, but also to the shippers, as, in 
a great many cases, shippers have 
been able to start loading on arrival 
of their teams at station, where other- 
wise they would have had to wait for 
several hours, until the equipment was 
entirely released, This works out par- 
ticularly well where the commodity 
unloading and loading is of a different 
variety.” 

In connection with the above, of 
course, if the commodity being un- 
loaded is of such a character that it 
it is liable to become mixed with the 
commodity that is to be foaded, nec- 
essary precaution should be taken so 
that there will be no confusion and 
complaints account of shipments be- 
ing exchanged.

The men 
paid by the day are allowed overtime, 
but only at the rate per hour as their 
day’s wages and not time and half or 
double -time like what is paid on the 
outside by private enterprise. 

“We think that if it were brought 
to the attention of the proper authori- 
ties by the right parties we could at 
feast get paid for the overtime we 
are asked to put in. As civil service 
employes we do not get paid in ac- 
cordance with the examinations we 
have to pass, against what a private 
concern pays for the same. class of 
mechanics.

Vice-President Scott Explains the Car 
Situation, 


: Vice-President and General Manager 
W. R. Scott has made the following 
explanation of the car situation, which 
agents and other employes of -the 
Company, should bring to the atten- 
tion of shippers: 

“Daring the crop-moving period, ex- 
cept in cases of crop failure or serious 
slump in the industrial activities of the 
country, a car shortage invariably oc» 
curs at the peak of the season, which 
is usually at the time for moving crops 
and laying in supplies, and covers the 
period between July and October. Oc- 
casionally, with certain types of equip- 
ment, there will be a shortage at other 
seasons of the year, particularly in the 
coal regions during an unusually se- 
vere winter. 

“In the period from 1910 to 1914,.in- 
clusive, to keep pace with the growing 
needs of the community and.to pro- 
vide for. the future, the Southern 
Pacific Company bought 14,843 new 
freight cars, almost 6000 of this num- 
ber ‘being box cars, over -3300 refrig- 
erator cars, almost 2000 flat cars, 425 
stock cars and 900 automobile cars. 
From 1910 to the closing months of 
the calendar year 1915, there had been 
practically no increase in freight traffic 
in the country. In the fall of 1915 the 
officials of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany concluded there was going to be 
a material improvement in the busi- 
ness situation and therefore in Decem- 
ber -placed an order for 3500 freight 
cars with buifders of the East, this 
representing an .addition of ten_ per 
cent to the equipment of the Cam- 
pany. Delivery of these cars was 
promised in June and July of this 
year and had they been received it is 
not likely there would have been any 
complaint about shortage existing. on 
the line at any point. 

“The volume of business from the 
Patific Coast has predominated east- 
pound throughout the year for the 
past several years. As a result of the 
closing of the Panama Canal and of 
the congested condition existing along 
the Atlantic seaboard, the situation has 
been accentuated, Railroads in: the 
West have been unable to secure the 
release and return of their cars in 
fastern territory. On May 1, 1916, 
the total number of cars of all owner- 
ship on the Southern Pacific lines rep- 
resented an equivalent of only, 82 per 
cent of that line’s own: cauipment. 
Telegrams were sent to, all lines ow-

_ The Willamette Valley, one of the 
important agricultural valleys of the 
Pacific Northwest, comprising ‘about. 
4,000,000 acres. It is 180 miles long 
with an average width of 40 miles, A 
broad beautiful valley dotted with 
farms, orchards, villages, towns and 
modern cities, Evergreen forests cover 
the foothills while the Hne of the Cas- 
cade Range to the east is broken at 
intervals by those noble peaks Mt, 
Hood, Mt Jefferson and The Three 
Sisters. 

_ Portland, the “Rose City,” popula 
tion 275,000 and a lumber and shipping 
center, is also a distributing point for 
an area comprising 250,000 square 
miles. 

Salem, the capital of Oregon and 
one of the oldest cities of this state. 

Albany, the “Hub City,” where con-

The “Shasta Limited* starts from 
Seattle (via OW. R. & Ni) at. 9.30 
a.m. and-from Portland (via Shasta 
Route) at 3.50 (P.m, arriving in San 
Francisco at 6.50 p.m. the following 
day. This is.a high-clags, fast, luxuri- 
ous train. Only first-class tickets are 
honored and an extra fare of $5 is 
charged. « The train carries composite 
library observation car with barber 
shop and bath; standard sleepers con- 
taining drawing rooms, compartments 
and sections (one sleeper operates 
from: Seattle to. Los Angeles, using 
“The Lark” via the Coast Line). 
Through dining car service. Dynamo 
baggage car. Train is electric-lighted 
throughout, and carries barber, valet, 
ladies’ maid and manicurist. 

Leaving Portland on this train pas- 
sengers have an -excellent view of 
Portland’s harbor, Portland Heights, 
Council Crest, portions of the sub- 
urbe, and Reed College.

PRESENT FACILITIES INADEQUATE 


‘This is illustrated, he said, by the 
sentiment of the country last summer, 
when it was menaced by the prospect 
of an entire suspension of transporta- 
tion, when business men would have 
been willing to pay almost anything | 
to get their goods to market. It is 
illustrated again by the present car 
shortage when the comfort and busi- 
ness of the public is seriously menaced 
by the failure to obtain cars. The 
present systems of regulation are en- 
tirely adequate to protect the public 
against exorbitant rates but are not 
adequate to insure to the public sufli- 
cient facilities for its present and fu- 
ture requirements. 

That there can be no reasonable 
contention that an adequate supply of 
transportation facilities is now assured 
the ‘public, either for its present or 
future needs, he said, is iflustrated by 
the embargoes placed last spring, 
largely due to inadequate terminals in 
some parts of the country, which laid 
their oppressive hand upon business 
to such an extent that Interstate Com- 
merce Commissioner Clark put him- 


jself at the head of a committee of 


railroad men to try to work out the 
problems, and the difficulty is still un- 
remedied because of the fundamental 
lack of facilities. It is also illustrated 
by the difficulty experienced in the 
handling of the farge increase of busi- 
ness at the present time. 

Mr. Thom proposed an increase of 
transportation facilitics as a method 
of securing relicf from the high cost 
of living, saying that less than 1000 
miles of new railroad have been con- 
structed in the United States during 
the past year, less than any year since 
1848, except the period of the Ci il 
War, and yet the cost of living is 
daily advancing owing to a shortage 
of supplies which might be remedied 
by securing access to new areas of 
production. 

As illustrating the inequality of 
transportation facilities at a time 
when new railroad building has nearly 
stopped, Mr. Thom showed that while 
New Jersey has 31 mifes of railroad 
per 100 square miles of territory, the 
average for the United States is only 
8.53 miles and in Idaho there are only 
3.35-miles per 100 square miles. Point- 
ing :to.a large map of Idaho,. he 
show red the territory in that state con- 
taining a vast wealth of agricultural 
and mineral Jand as yet untouched. 
Less than 33 per cent of the resources 
of the state now have railroad facili- 
ties, "Mr. Thom:said.

Saving Fuel Oil by Hooking Up the 
Engine. 


In discussing w and means for 
effecting inel economy, Engineer i 
E. Grass, at a recent fuel meeting held 
at Tracy, said he had taken occasion 
to ride on locomotives with other en- 
gincers to sce how they worked their 
engines, and that one of the greatest 
fauits found was their failure to hook 
their engines up as far as possible, 
He said instead of doing so engines 
throttle the engine down, He said 
“further than that “Every time J can 
save a few gallons of oil by hooking 
the engine up 1 do so, If T hook the 
engine up while mmuing, 1 notify the 
fireman so he can regulate his fre to 
keep the engine from popping and 
also keep dry steam and the jvalves 
dry, thus not losing any powe 

In connection with unnecessary train 
stops now made, Engineer C. J, Brady 
called attention to instances in which 
train orders, which were passed up to 
enginemen on hoops by ag: and 
Operators, were missed, requiring an 
extra stop, and said that he found if 
orders are handed up in proper man- 
ner, that is, if agent or operator will 
stand off two hoop lengths from the 
rail and hold hoop up and allow en- 
gineman to catch it inst of trying 
to hang it on engineman sarin, there 
will be no difficuity in the engineman 
catching the hoop. 

Chairman A. D. Williams spoke on 
the subject of outgoing engineers re- 
viewing work book at roundhouse 
with view of checking up the work 
requested by cugineer bringing engine 
in on previous trip, and where work 
was found incomplete to call atten- 
tion of foreman to it. He explained
